From the first recorded cow of tile 
bread - old G rannie I., which produced 
tw enty-nine calves and was killed by 
lightning when thirty-five years and 
six m ouths old—to the present time In­ 
stance* of longevity In Angus cattle 
have bran frequent, writes John 8.

An O ld Custom Still Observed In Ire­ 


land at Christmas. 


Atiiuug (be muuy caid citatum* stlU 
observed In ireland ut Christina* few 
are more curious titan the practice of 
carrying about "the wren bush” ou St. 
Stephen * day, and autiquurie* are pus 
zled to explain why the poor little 
“ king of alt bird*'' should be put to 
death on Ute festival of the brat mar­ 
tyr. 
The most probable explanation I* 
that the w ren was sacred to the Druids 
aud was used by them in divination 
and other pagan rites at the festival of 
the winter solstice, w Itich almost coin­ 
cided with Christmas, and consequent­ 
ly the clergy urged their convert* to 
destroy the bird* which were assort 
ated wIt Ii such unholy rites. Just as St. 
Patrick'* relentless destruction Of tile 
images of serpents, used it) the ancient 
pagan worship of Ireland, gave rise to 
the legend that bo­ 
nav© th© snakes and toads a twist 
And banished them all fo rever! 
This seem* the more likely because 
“dream” 
the 
old 
Irish 
name 
for 
“ wren,” also means “ a Druid.” and old 
folk still call 
“ Jenny” 
the “ Druid 
bird” and say ttint she has the gift of 
prophecy ami that those who can in­ 
terpret her twitterings as she hovers 
about a house or flies from bush to 
bush can read the future. 
In the li­ 
brary of Trinity college. Dublin, there 
is a curious document describing how 
to interpret the notes of the wren.— 
Maud E Sargent in Longman's Mag* 
tine.

I c h ie f , 
were killed. 
When the chief 
fell the Indians drew off, though It 
was kuowu that they would renew the 
light wifk redoubled fierceness.

dark the troops wltlwirew to the fort 
and shut themselves in. 
That night was a fearful one in the 
Inclosure, death staring every one In 
the face. 
It was known that re-en 
' forcements had been sent from Leav­ 
enworth, but It would require several 
days for them to make the march 
Tom Brainard told his captain that he 
had a plan 
He was conducted to the 
major commanding and proposed it. 
The major had no confidence In it, but 
permitted Tom to try It. 
A stock of cigars and tobacco had 
been brought Into tfie fort. Including 
a wooden Indian that an enterprising 
tobacconist had brought from St. lands. 
Tile Indian was sitting with a calumet 
in 
his 
niout Ii.

through the back of the n**ck and put 
a real pipe In the Indian’s mouth. Then 
lie Introduced a tube into the bole In 
had tx)red. so that by sucking on the 
tube the Indian would ap(»ear to smoke 
T"in told his commander what his 
plan was and ask«sl him as soon as it 
was light tlic next morning to convene 
all tile officer* at tile fort on lite par 
apet, put the wooden Indian In the 
circle and have some one coneen Ital 
pull on the tube at the back of Ids 
head, the pipe having been lighted, lie 
wished them all to appear to be in 
council. 
This being understood. Tom rode out 
with an escort and a white Hag. 
The 
Indians met him, and he told them 
that the spirit of their chief had come 
into the fort and made peace. 
The 
Indians were Incredulous. 
They had 
the chief’s body. Tom offered to show 
him to them ut the fort smoking with 
the officers. 
They rode with him to 
the fort, arriving early In the morn 
lug. 
Tom would not permit them to 
come within a quarter of a mile of 
the post, but tills was near enough for 
them to set* the wooden Indian sitting 
on the rampart in a circle of officers 
blowing clouds of smoke.

astonished,
